Ophthalmic Benefit and Hospital Contributory 
Schemes 

The view seems to be held by many people who are 
members of a hospital contributory scheme that member- 
ship of such a scheme entitles them to an ophthalmic 
medical examination at the hospital, even though they 
may be members of approved societies which are admin- 
istering ophthalmic benefit under the National Health 
Insurance Acts. As this opinion is also shared by some 
committees of management of hospitals, it is desirable 
that the British Medical Association’s point of view should 
be stated. According to the Association’s Hospital Policy, 
hospital benefit under any contributory scheme should be 
limited to those services which, in the best interests of 
the patient, can be given only at an institution, and 
should not include treatment for which the State or the 
local authority has specifically made, or is entitled to 
make, other provision. Ophthalmic benefit under the 
National Health Insurance Acts is available for a large 
number of persons who require an ophthalmic medical 
examination, including many who are members of con- 
tributory schemes, and there now exists a scheme, known 
as the National Ophthalmic Treatment Board Scheme, 
whereby persons who are entitled to ophthalmic benefit 
can obtain an ophthalmic medical examination outside the 
hospital. All that is necessary for them to do, when 
applying to their society for the benefit, is to ask to be 
allowed to take it through the National Ophthalmic 
Treatment Board. This being so, there is no reason why 
the facilities at the hospitals, or the gratuitous services 
of the honorary staffs, should be made use of in cases 
where a patient is entitled to ophthalmic benefit ; and it 
is maintained that any question of the patient’s member- 
ship of a hospital contributory scheme should not be 
allowed to enter into the matter. 


Midwifery Inquiry 
Maternity statistics have received an increasing amount 
of publicity during the last few years, and the Maternity 
and Child Welfare Subcommittee of the British Medical 


Association, being naturally concerned, is carrying out at 


the present time an investigation into the methods 
employed, and the results obtained, by medical practi- 
tioners practising midwifery in Great Britain and Ireland. 

Reports on some 4,000 cases have already been received, 
and the demands for further copies of the questionary 
show that the profession is keenly interested. It is 
necessary, however, to have reports on as large a number 
of cases as possible in order that statistics of real value 
may be prepared. Any doctors prepared to supply the 
appropriate details in relation to their practice of mid- 
wifery, and who have not yet begun to do so, are 
asked to apply to the Medical Secretary, B.M.A. House, 


| Tavistock Square, W.C.1, for copies of the Midwifery 


Questionary, which has been so framed as to reduce to a 
minimum the necessary clerical work. Practitioners who 
have completed forms in their possession are requested to 
send them forthwith to the Medical Secretary, thereby 
facilitating the analysis and collation of these records. 


Middlemore Prize, 1932 

The Middlemore Prize consists of a cheque for £50 
and a certificate, and was founded by the late Richard 
Middlemore, F.R.C.S., of Birmingham, to be awarded 
for the best essay or work on any subject which 
the Council of the British Medical Association may from 
time to time select in any department of ophthalmic 
medicine or surgery. The Council is prepared to consider 
an award of the prize in the year 1932 to the author of 
the best essay on the following subject: ‘‘ Sympathetic 
ophthalmia before and after 1914.’’ Essays submitted 
in competition must reach the Medical Secretary, B.M.A. 
House, Tavistock Square, W.C.1, not later than December 
31st, 1931. Each essay must be signed with a motto 
and accompanied by a sealed envelope, marked on the 
outside with the motto, and containing the name and 
address of the author. In the event of no essay being of 
sufficient merit, the prize will not be awarded in 1932.

BomBay BRANCH 
A meeting of the Bombay Branch was held at the Pathological 
Laboratory of the Grant Medical College on January 3rd, 
when the president, Lieut.-Colonel Hamitton, I.M.S., was in 
the chair, and twenty members and two guests were present. 

At the chairman’s request, Dr. R. Row made a communica- 
tion to the meeting on one or two matters relating to malaria 
research. The first concerned the demonstrability of a pre- 
cipitin reaction in malarial serums. The difficulty of obtaining 
a suitable antigen in bulk had been insurmountable owing to 
the utter failure of subcultures, but he had been able to obtain 
a fair quantity by utilizing the primary culture of the malarial 
parasites. The test when applied consisted in simply floating 
an equal quantity of the antigen suspension over a column of 
the serum under investigation. The reaction, if positive, was 
the formation of a ring of opacity at the junction of the two 
fluids in about four hours at about 37° C., followed either by 
a complete opalescence of the whole column of the serum or a 
denser turbidity (if the reaction is strong) in about twelve to 
fifteen hours. The precipitin reaction was chiefly a group 
reaction, but partly specific, the specificity being evident by 
the intensity of the reaction. Photographs to illustrate the 
phenomenon, along with the controls, where there was no 
change, were shown to the members. The second matter was 
the demonstration of a specific agglutinin (macroscopic) in 
the serum of a case of Oriental sore from Persia, the antigen 
used being one prepared from massive surface cultures of 
Leishmania tropica (Cambay) on the solid haemoglobinized 
saline agar described by Dr. Row last year, along with a 
control. 

Colonel Hamirron then gave a graphic account of his 
impressions of the recent tour he made in connexion with the 
Annual Meeting of the Association at Winnipeg. He did not 
describe the work of the meeting in detail, as he said that was 
familiar to all, through the various reports in the Journal.

services, apart from fees, cost the hospital £604 yearly, 
instead of perhaps £2,000 for whole-time service. Opera- 
tions are ordinarily done by the practitioners who send 
the cases in, or by the superintendent or deputy super- 
intendent, or, if more serious, by specialists from London 
(9 such cases in 1930, costing £70). 

The Dartford board of guardians established free choice 
of doctors by the Poor Law patients under its care ; the 
hospital committee has continued this, and extends to 
insurance and private practitioners the privilege and 
opportunity to attend their own panel and private patients 
in this hospital. Not so many as was hoped avail them- 
Outside cases 
can only be taken so long as there is accommodation for 
patients for whom the committee is responsible. Applica- 
tion is made to the chairman of the committee, who, with 
the assistant public assistance officer, assesses the weekly 
payment. The committee is not responsible for fees of 
a patient’s own doctor or of specialists. Doctors arrange 
about operations with the superintendent, and must 


‘present evidence of capability to the committee, as 


required by the national health insurance authorities, 
before performing operations, even on their own patients. 
‘The specialists or members of the staff who operate, give 
anaesthetics, or assist, are each paid separately. 

Of the work of the hospital, 80 per cent. is just the 
work done by the profession in the homes of the people, 
and is done under much easier conditions in the hospital ; 
so the local practitioners may well join in staffing the 
hospital. The other 20 per cent. can be done by local 
practitioners who have specialized in some direction, or by 
professed specialists. A resident staff seems unnecessary, 
and the want of it has not given trouble. Such whole- 
time officers come and go, and take their accrued 
experience out of the area with them. The experience 
of a part-time staff is always improving, and is always 
at the disposal of the local public in their homes. Such 
is the opinion of the experienced superintendent, and it 
was supported on March 25th by several members of the 
British Medical Association who came over from 
Tunbridge Wells, which has at this moment a serious 
hospital problem of its own. The General Hospital at 
Tunbridge Wells requires reconstruction at considerable 
expense. At the same time, a council hospital is to be 
built in the Pembury Institution, and the question is by 
whom should this be staffed—by whole-time medical 
officers, or by a part-time staff, as at Dartford.

National Insurance 


PATHOLOGICAL FACILITIES FOR INSURED 
PERSONS AND THEIR DEPENDANTS 
The Annual Representative Meeting, 1930, approved a 


-memorandum on the provision of pathological facilities 


for insured persons and their dependants, and received 
a report that a tentative schedule of minimum fees had 
been drawn up which consulting pathologists in certain 
areas were prepared to accept in respect of the various 
services rendered to persons of the class mentioned. 

It will be remembered that the Association urged upon 
the Royal Commission on National Health Insurance in 
1925 the importance of including within the National 
Health Insurance Scheme full laboratory facilities for 
clinical purposes, and although the Commission recom- 
mended an extension of the scope of medical benefit 
which should include the provision of laboratory services, 
the Ministry of Health has so far not found it possible 
to make any definite proposal to that effect. 

Notwithstanding the fact that there was no statutory 
provision for a benefit of this nature, one or two Insurance 
Committees instituted a pathological service by making 
arrangements with hospitals in their areas, but the 


passing of the 1928 National Health Insurance’ Act 
created difficulties as segards the extension of this method. 
A national pathological service is not available under 
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other public enactments unless (as in the case of one or 
two areas) every local authority establishes a complete 
service available for all members of the community, as 
opposed to one which deals only with certain diseases 
having a public health bearing. Consequently insured 
persons and their dependants are only able to obtain the 
: benefit of pathological facilities by paying the ordinary 
- fees obtaining in the locality or by relying upon charity 
4g at a hospital. 
In view of this unsatisfactory position, the Association 
: drew up the scale of fees for pathological services referred 
to above, together with a list of consulting pathologists 
attached to laboratories (other than those under the aegis 
of local authorities) willing to accept such fees for the 
services in question when rendered to insured persons and 
their dependants. It should be carefully noted that the 
service is only for persons insured under the National 
Health Insurance Acts and their dependants, and has 
a no bearing on fees charged for services rendered for other 
persons. 
Information as to the various laboratories willing to 
undertake the work has been given to Divisions of the 
Association and to Local Medical and Panel Committees, 
with a request that they bring the facilities thereby avail- 
able to the notice of the practitioners of their area. The 
list of laboratories is reproduced below.

LONDON INSURANCE PRACTITIONERS’ DINNER 
The eleventh annual dinner organized by the London 
Panel Committee took place at the Criterion Restaurant 
on April 23rd. Dr. H. J. Carpare, chairman of the 
Committee, presided over an attendance of about a 

ndred. 

= Atrrep Cox, Medical Secretary of the British 
Medical Association, in proposing the toast of ‘‘ The 
London Panel Committee,’’ remarked that it was almost 
exactly twenty years ago—on May 4th, 1911—that the 
National Health Insurance Bill was introduced into 
Parliament. The Bill contained no mention of Panel 
Committees, and had it not been for the exertions of the 
British Medical Association no Panel or Local Medical 
Committees might have been created. The London Panel 
Committee was doing a great work for the insurance 
practitioners of the county, though many of them failed 
to realize it, and were not in the least grateful. He found 
himself spending a good deal of his time defending 
insurance practitioners. It always annoyed him to hear 
ihe insurance practitioner spoken of as if he were unusual 
and inferior. The insurance practitioner was the ordinary 
family doctor. The Panel Committee had been fortunate 
in its continuing chairman, Dr. Cardale, and its succession 
of secretaries, not least its present secretary, Dr. Batteson. 
It was a record to have had only one chairman in 
seventeen years, and although there was much to be said 
in the ordinary way for the rotation of officers, it was 
worth a great deal in troublous times to have had one 
man at the helm who thoroughly understood insurance 
practice. The Committee was to be congratulated on 
Dr. Cardale’s loyalty to it, and its loyalty to him. Dr. 
CaRDALE remarked that the London Panel Committee was 
the largest in the kingdom, and represented the interests 
of 2,000 practitioners. It had important administrative 
functions to perform, but it was above all things the 
rend of the practitioner. He paid a tribute to Dr. 
Batteson, the secretary, and Dr. A. F. Heald, the 
organizing secretary. The latter was making a call on 
*very man who came freshly on to the panel, and in the 
short time since his appointment last October he had 
made himself extraordinarily valuable. Dr. Cardale added 
that he did not grudge a second of the time he had given 
‘o the Committee’s chair over a space of seventeen years. 
Dr. E. A. Gree, vice-chairman, proposed the health 
of “ The Guests.’’ He said that every professional body 
had inherited certain traditions, and perhaps certain pro- 
fessional prejudices, but if their lay friends could only 
be persuaded dispassionately to consider those prejudices 
they would find that they were rooted in a desire for the 
well-being of the patient. He spoke of the cordial rela- 
tions now existing between the Panel Committee and the 
Insurance and Pharmaceutical Committees, and the chair- 
men of both those bodies made replies in the same spirit. 
Mr. 0. B. MeapMore, chairman of the Insurance Com- 
mittee, expressed his belief that the ‘‘ tradesmen ” in the 


profession were singularly few, though, in spite of the 
small percentage they represented, any ill name which 
might attach here and there to the insurance service 
was due to their existence. Mr. W. E. D. SHrrttirr, 
chairman of the Pharmaceutical Committee, hoped for a 
long continuance of the present hearty co-operation 
between doctors and chemists. 
The proceedings ended with a dance. 


LONDON INSURANCE COMMITTEE 
A meeting of the London Insurance Committee, under the 
chairmanship of Mr. O. B. MeapMore, was held on April 23rd. 


Change of Doctor 

It was reported that the total number of applications by 
insured persons for permission to change doctors in the same 
district during the last quarter (January to March) had been 
8,895, the largest number in any quarter. It compared with 
6,533 in the previous quarter, and with 7,748 in the corre- 
sponding period of last year. In addition, 1,710 irregular 
transfer acceptances had been sent in by practitioners and 


rejected. 


The committee decided to withhold certain sums from the 
remuneration payable to practitioners following upon decisions 
in disciplinary cases by the Minister of Health. A _practi- 
tioner whom the committee had already decided should be 
censured was fined £20; his offence was that he had under- 
taken medical attendance and treatment of insured persons 
at an address of which he had not given notice to the com- 
mittee, had employed various persons as assistants without 
the committee’s previous consent, and had issued blank 
insurance prescription forms already signed to such assistants. 
A fine of £5 was imposed in each of two cases of breaches 
of the medical certification rules, and a fine of £5 for failure 
to keep proper medical records. In only one of these four 
cases had the practitioner availed himself of the opportunity 
of making representations to the Minister against the with- 
holding of money.

A POST OFFICE APPOINTMENT 


Srr,—In your issue of April 18th an appointment for a 
medical woman as assistant medical officer in the General 
Post Office is included among the ‘‘ Important Notices,” 
which recommend that any appointments referred to in the 
list be not applied for without previous communication with 
the British Medical Association. 

The Medical Women’s Federation has for long interested 
itself in the position of medical women employed by the 
General Post Office, and is anxious to call the attention 
of your readers, and particularly of women who may think 
of applying for this advertised post, to the undesirable con- 
ditions of service. The salary offered for this appointment 
as full-time female assistant medical officer, advertised in the 
pages of the Times of April 13th, is £320, rising to £520, 
with bonus. Male medical officers of similar standing receive 
£375, rising to £650, with bonus. In no other English 
Government department in which both male and female 
medical officers are employed is there any inequality as regards 
rate of salary. 

Both the British Medical Association and the Medical 
Women’s Federation have from “time to time made repre- 
sentations on the subject to the Postmaster-General, and 
questions have been asked in the House of Commons regarding 
the unequal terms of service. ln November, 1929, Mr. Lees- 
Smith, at that time Postmaster-General, received a joint

CHANGE OF DOCTOR 


Sir,—I am pleased to notice that the recent Regulation ~ 


applying to change of doctor by panel patients has called 
for the adverse comment of the Council of the Association. 
It is obvious that the freedom of choice, restricted as it was 
under the old Regulations, is now but a mere shadow with 
which the powers that be hope to befog the insured into 
believing that it is as good as the substance. By making it 
increasingly more difficult to change, even to the extent of 
inflicting upon them the injustice involved in the protracted 
period of time within which they may not change at all, 
without begging their former doctor’s leave to do so—it is 
evidently expected that all desire of change in panel patients 
will eventually disappear. It strikes me that the whole thing 
is on a par with what seems to obtain, all round, whenever 
those placed in some sort of authority choose to misuse it, 
to protect or further their own interests, directly or indirectly, 
regardless of the fact that by doing so they infringe the 
rights and privileges ef others, and may even awaken in the 
latter a sense of victimization. It is always easy to find some 
plausible reason for any action prompted by expediency or
